Narberth Borough School 
Board has decided to keep its 
same tax rate of 19 mills des- 
pite a budget increase neces- 
sary to raise teachers' salaries 
in the school district. 

At the meeting of school direc- 
toi-s at the Narberth School last 
Tuesday night it was decided 
that last year's balance, an in- 
crease in State-aid, plus higher 
property assessments in the Bor- 
ough would take care of addi- 
tional expenses for the new 1946- 
47 scliool year. 

Among the budget expansions 
in the $129,000 budget approved 
uill be the absorbtion of the $200 
cost-of-living bonus given the 
teachers of the district as a per- 
manent raise. In addition, teach- 
ers will receive increments ac- 
cording to State salary .schedules. 

The budget is approximately 
$5000 more than la.sl years. This 
will be accounted for by the in- 
auguration of dental examina- 
tions for the children, increased 
tuition costs and general building 
repairs. 

Narberth's school taxes, while 
accounting for similar services, is 
the only nearby .school district 
■which ha.s not raised taxes this 
year. Lower Merlon School Dis- 
trict Increased its school taxes 
from 13 to 15 mills and Haver- 
ford Township rai.sed its taxes 
last week by one and one-half 
mills. All tiiree districts i-aised 
teachers salaries, and included 
building repairs in their budgets. 

James Rawlings was appointed 
to be a mathematics teacher for 
the balance of the year to replace 
Mabel Fritsch, who recently re- 
signed. 

Dr. Walter Steckbeck, presi- 
dent, presided over the meeting.
